The recommendations, which 
represent an increase over last 
year, were made after consider- 
able discussion of the current 
and possible future labor situa- 
tion.

Joe Cardwell of Kerman point- 
ed out that cotton growers are 
rapidly making increased use of 
mechanical equipment for thin- 
ning and blocking cotton. He 
pointed *out that the increasing 
use of mechanical equipment in 
both growing and harvesting the 
crop may serve to reduce the la- 
bor requirements for the pro- 
duction of cotton in California. 

Ralph Bunje, manager of the 
Bureau, who arranged the meet- 
ing, said, ‘‘The increased de- 


‘mand for choppers this season 


will serve to absorb all-the pres- 
ently unemp’oyed workers in the 
valley.”’ He urged growers to file 
orders with California Employ- 
ment Service offices throughout 
the valley so’ that full utiliza- 
tion of available labor can be 
made.”’ 

Bunje warned growers that 
“if preliminary estimates of ‘a 
niillion bale cotton crop are real- 
ized it ‘will require a vast in- 
crease in the number of work- 
ers required to harvest the crop.” 
He pointed out “considerable 
ncrmal weather conditions and 
100 picking days from October, 
would mean that to harvest the 
crop by March 1 would require 
an estimated 90,000 workers. 
This is an increase of nearly 25,- 


000 hikes over ‘those eaaired 
last year.”
